HAWAHAN AFFAIRS. 

Treaty I'mvidlnL- fur the Aiiiii'Xiitiiin of the. 
Islanil-s— .MinisliT .'-^l-'vens' Aelhiu 
Approved. 

W.v';]iin(;ton Ciiv, Feb, 14.— The draft 
treaty providing for the annexation of the 
Hawaiian lahmds, it ia said, ia not a long 
document, and covers the subject matter 
only so far as necessary to secure the object 
sought with as little delay as possible. The 
treaty contains a provision for its rcforenco 
to the Provisional Government of 11 iwaii 
after ratification by the U. .S. Senate, to be 
returned to this country with the approval 
of the Hawaiian Government within two 
months after its arrival in Honolulu. 

Then tlicre will be legislation to provide a 
form of government for the new territory 
and carry out the financial obligations im- 
posed by the treaty. The President, it is 
said, will, in his message, cover the historic 
features of the annexation movement from 
the beginning, fifty years ago, and make a 
strong argument in favor of annexation. 
Secretary Foster has telegraphed to Mini.a- 
ter Stevens, at Honolulu, approval of his 
action in afiBirmatively responding to the re- 
quest for a Proviaioniil Government in 
Hawaii and for tho estaliliahment of a pro- 
tectorate over the lahmda, pending negotia- 
tions for annexation to the United .States. 
Instructions for guidance in his future ac- 
tions are included in the telegnuiis. Tlicso 
will leave San Francisco for Honolulu to- 
morrow by the steamer Australia. 

iNDr.iNai-di.is, Feb. M. — Admiral Krown, 
U.S.N., who is visiting this city after his 
return from Hawaii, in command of the 
I'aeitio squadron, to-day received a dnzcm 
letters from Honolulu, under date of Feb- 
ruary 1, two weeks after the I'rovibional 
Government was established. Ho Bays: 
" The letters serve to make the ffhtle (juea- 
tlon of the recent revolutloa in Hawaii 
clear to me, coming as I hoy do from both 
Americans and Hawaiian^. It Is evident to 
my mind that tho Unly people in Hawaii 
who are opposed to annexation to the 
United States are Queen Liloukalani, tho 
membtrs of the royal family, two menibera 
of tiio last e.iljinet and some natives 
who have lo.'^t all hope of political 
lircformi.nt. Tho (pu^lion of annexation 
was diacn.i.^cd in the islands for the last two 
or three yeara. The dcaire for anntx-ition 
has ."prtad rapidly durinu' the last year and 
the only qiie.stii ii at all in doubt w.vs as to 
it could 1).> brought about. Tho oldest 
men recogni/. d that the United States 
could not will encourage or bupport any 
movement looking toward unnixalion 
until tlu re was a radical ciiango in the furu: 
of government. While many pUna for 
bringing about tho desired change from a 
constitutional monarchy were discussed, 
nothing detinite had been ngreed up- 
on. At Olio time it appoari d as if 
the Queen would consent to cliango the 
form of government -provided she and 
the other members of the royal family could 



be liberally pensioned. She was badly ad- 
vised when.she, on January 14, so far forgot 
her oath bf-office as to resort to' nhconstitu- 
tionul methods and declared she wotild pro 
mulgate a new constitution. :\ I cannot but 
think her advisers were disloyal to her and 
had in view the condition' whioh followed 80 
closely. Tho Queen became a revolutionist; 
and imd she not been cheeked and de- 
throned she would have made herself 
absolute ruler, and the commercial interests 
and all foreign interests would have been 
jeopardized and then opium and lottery 
advocates would, by largo gains and jirolits, 
have pained complete control of tho Islands 
by reason of their money power." 

TfiEATV I'llOVISIONo. 

W.^siiiNtiTON, Feb. 15. — Tho Hawaiian 
Annaxation treaty is a short dooumout and 
follows closely the treaty by which Alaska 
was acquired. It provides for complete an- 
ne.Tatioa and the continuance of the Provi- 
sional Oovernmenb of the Islands till the 
United States Congress acts and the pro- 
posed form of Territorial Government is got 
for tho Islands. Tho treaty loaves a con- 
siderable amount of subsequent legislation 
to Congreas, including sugar bounties and 
the penaiona for the cx-Qucen and Princess. 
It, however, conveys all the Crown lands 
and Government property to the United 
States. 

HOME liULE. 

Mr. Brlee Ileplles to Ht. Hon. A. J, Balfour- 
Wluit Other ilenibera HaUl, 

London, F'eb. 15. — Mr, Brice, Chancellor 
of tho Duchy of Lancashire, replying to 
lUIfour, deelared that the Government's 
justification for bringing the bill forward 
was the failure of coercion. In regard to 
Ulster, the House ought not to judge the 
situation by the bluster of certain tneinbers. 

John Redmond, Parnellito, wliilo in sym- 
pathy with the broad principles of the bill, 
found in it grave blots and felt it imperative 
to press for ah amendment to many of its 
provisions. Irishmen always disputed the 
validity of tho act of union, and it they ac- 
cepted the bill ond with it the supremacy 
of tho Imperial Parliament based upon the 
act ot union, they must have some 
guarantee that tho British Parliament 
would not exercise its right to legislate over 
the heads of tho Irish Parliament in local 
mutters, 

T. W. Russell, Unionist, said Ulster 
would oppobo the bill to the last. 

On motion of Lord Randolph Churchill, 
debito was adjourned. 

Rt. Hon. Mr. Morley stated to-night, in 
reply to a question by John Redmond, that 
tho Irish constabulary would remain under 
Imperial control for six years according to 
tho bill. 

Mr. Redmond hinted that had this been 
known before, the sehiam in the Irish party 
might have been closed. This utterance is 
regarded as a prelude to a reunion of tho 
factions. 

John Burns, Labor member for Battersea, 
said he was greatly pleased with tho bill, 
although from a democratic point of vicn-it 
was not an ideal measure. He objected to 
the veto power reserved to the Crowu, to 
the second Chamber, and especially to the 
election of.th^tijChamber by a limited fran- 
chise. Bamt addeid that, notwithstanding 
these objections, I ihe would certainly sup- 
port the measure. 

The Daily News, which contains the moat 
favorable criticism on ilr. GladntOiie's bill, 
condemns tho idea of the Irish members 
voting in both p irlianients. It Eugrte.sta 
that it would have been bettor to reduce 
the Irish repreaentation to one-half, or even 
one tbiid, and to allow the Irish memlier.a 
to vote on every i|ii(stion. 

M.. LaboULiheri; declares that he intends 
to iiiove us an aim iidmeiit to the Home 
Rule bill, the exclusion of Irish menibera 
from the Imperial Parliament.

THE CHURCH COMMISSION. 

Action of Government In Begard to ^Velsh 
Dioceses Declared to Transi^'css 

the Constitntios. \ 

London, Feb. 15. — In the House of Lords 
yesterday Lord Salisbury asked the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury whether the tone of 
the Government's direction to the Church 
CoDimissioD, as to its dealing with Welsh 
dioceses, was such as if the,Susponsory Bill 
were already law. 

The Archbishop, in reply, read letters 
showing that the assignment of certain funds 
to tho Diocese of St. Asaph had been sus- 
pended. 

Lord Salisbury declared Mr. (Hailstone's 
administration waa guilty of a serious 
transgression of the Constitution. Tho 

tion taken in regard to the Irish cliurcli 
all'orded no precedent in this case. The 
robbery of the Church of Ireland had been 
followed by tho robbery of landlords and 
the proposed mutilatiou of the State. Mr. 
Gladstone, Lord Sulisbury added, was the 
firstBrltishPrime Minister since tho Restora- 
tion who hod earned tho reputation of 
striking down the Church of England. The 
present was a turning point in English his- 
tory. The Government aimed at mutilat- 
ing an institution that was older than the 
dynasty or other institutions of the coun- 
try. Surely it was a matter of decency for 
tho Mini.atry to refrain from trying to ob- 
tain ])rcliminary approval of a revcdution- 
ary policy by secret actions, through Qxer- 
cising its influence upon the Cburch Com- 
mission, over which the Government had no 
authority. 

Lord Ashbourne (CtMiservativc) denounced 
the action of tho Government as a gross 
breach of tho Constitution. 

Lord Htrschell, Lord High Chancellor, 
denied that the ministers bad influenced the 
Church CommisBiou. The strong language 
used by the oi ponenta of the Governnient 
was out of place in view of the relations 
between the Government and the Commis- 
sion. 

The House then adjourned.

Predecessors. 

Washington, Feb. 14.— The work of tho 
committees having charge of the ceremonies 

incident to tho inauguration of Presidont- 
eleot Cleveland is progressing satisfactorily. 
General McMahoii and Colonel Corbin, who 
have supervision of the arrangenieiita of the 
parade, are daily receiving applications from 
military organi/.j.tions all over tho United 
States for positions in the line. More than a 
hundred civic oigaiiizitiona (including 
Tammany) Imvo thus far reported a 
probable strength of over 17,0I)(J men to 
form in line on March 1. The Governors-of 
tho following named states have notified 
tho eoniiiiitteo that they will bo in lino 
accompanied by members of their respeot- 
ive stalfa, and in many instances by tudc- 
pendent military companies : Delaware, 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Connecticut, 
^lassachuaett3, ilaryland. North Carolina, 
South Carolina, 'Virginia, Ohio, Louisiana 
and Wisconsin. It ia almost certain that 
a majority of the Governors of the 
remaining states will bo present, but as 
yet they have not notified the committee. 
Pennsylvania, as usual, will send the largest 
representation of any state. Its full 
National Guard of 8,600 men will be in line. 
New York will send its crack organizations, 
the 7th and the .S9th regiments, and prob- 
ably Company " A " of the 13tb Regiment 
(Brooklyn). ' The' following'' independent 
organizations have notified the committee 
to reserve them positions in the' line: 
Georgia Hussars, Monumental City Guards 
and Baltimore Rifles, Palmetto' Guards, of 
Charleston, S.C. ; Cleveland Troop and Alli- 
ance Guards, Ohio, and l,ho Fort Worth 
FenoiblcB, Texas. There is every probability 
that the inauguration of March 4, 1893, 
will surpass all its predecessors. 



CANADIAN CATTLE. 

The Snli.jeet of QunrautlnR Increasing in Im- 
purtauee and Interest in England. 

London, Feb. 15. — The opponents of the 
madiaii cattle trade are trying to con- 
vince Mr. Gardiner, president of the Board 
ofAgrieultureithattheCanadianGovernment- 
is as little able as the United States ' Gov- 
ernment to insure the abaolute freedom of 
the Canadian herds from the pleuro-pneu- 
monia cattle disease, owing to the laxity of 
the quarantine regulations against United 
States cattle in tho Northwest. Mr. 
(lardincr himself says that be must 
bo convinced on this point, which he 
believes has not been dealt with in the pre- 
paration of tho Canadian case now on the , 
way here. He urges that another detailed 
and special report on the Northwest quar- 
antine bo forwarded from Ottawa at once. 
The agitation for and against the schedule 
is daily spreading. The Royal Society and 
the English farming bodies are unalterable 
in their oppositioB to ita removal. In the 
House of Commons nearly every day ques- 
tions arc put by agriculturist members on 
tho subject. 

Toronto, Feb. 15. — The following special 
cable appeared in this morning's Globe : 
Lnnilon, Feb. 1-1. — Hon. Mr. Gardiner, 
president of tho British Board of Agricul- 
ture, gave a sympathetic hearing to-day to 
a large .Scottish deputation which urged the 
removal of the reatrictions on Canadian cat- 
tle. Lord Aberdeen, Lord Caperdown, 
Lord Breadalbane and eiglity representa- 
tives of Glasgow, Dundee and Aberdeen and 
other Scottish bodies urged the importance 
of tho question to Scotland. President 
Gardiner regretted that the deputation had 
not awaited the receipt of the detailed offi- 
cial report upon tho present condition of the 
Canadian herds, and upon the intentions of 
the Dominion Government regarding the 
Northwest quarantine against United States 
cattle. Seeing that his conviction was that 
the disease detected in Canadian cattle 
was contagious, tbe law compelled him to 
be assured that Canada was absolu'lely free 
from disease before removing the tohednle. 
The experience of the United States showed 
that in a large territory 'disease might exist 
without the knowledge of the responsible 
authority. Mr, Gardiner stated that per- 
sonally be would bo very glad to restore the 
privilege. «»•,■,

General Herbert Presses for the 
Higher Education ot Officers 
of the Schools. 



A New Rifle Cannot Ho lasueil Without 
Leiigtby I'rt'liiiiiuarles— Local 
: . , Conimeutg. 



The annaul report of the Militia Depart- 
ment has heretofore covered the calendar 
year., For the fatare it will, like all other 
departmental reports, be for the fiscal year, 
ending Juno 30. In consequenco of tho 
chiiiigo u supplemental pamphlec hns been 
issued dealing with ooonrrenccs of the first 
six months of 180:2, and the pfBoial reports 
on tho drill for tlio past Heaton wiU not 
appear until next f!>ll. 

StAKCAim roR imcrmantnt okficers. 
General Herbert in this supplement 
emphasizes his former recommendations to 
the Minister, and in addition oDTera muuy 
striking suggestions. Ho thinks that at 
loiiBt the purr.ianeut force — represented in 
Victoria by " C " Battery, R C A. — should 
he more than amateur soldiers : " There is 
much," he says, "yet to be done to bring 
this small force up to the level of the im- 
portant duties de'^olving upon lb. I regret 
that it has not heen'found posuble to, eivo 
effect to my recommendations, tending 
towards the higher edudation of the ofSceru, 
and I snbmit these again for your favorable 
consideration. Tho o£Soers of the per- 
manent force must be professional soldiers, 
and to attain that character they must 
devote themselves to the serious study of 
tho profession they have adopted. Thoy 
have little to look forward to in the 
■way of material advantages, and they have 
therefore the right to expect lhal the means 
be provided to them for that education by 
which alono they can become litted to pcr- 
■ form efiicientiy their duties as instructors 
of the militia." 

HliltVICli IlKWARDS. 

As an oncouragoment to the nieinbors, 
General Herbert notes that tho Imperial 
Government has expressed its willingness to 
confer medals for long service and good 
conduct on non-commissioned oiiicers and 
men of the Canadian permanent force under 

. conditions similar to those governing such 

^ rewards in the regular army. 

Kr..SroNSll'.II,ITY OK VOUTNTKKRS. 

Absence without leave from inspection, 
tho Aliijor-Gt'iieral renuuks, has grown into 
a serious abuee in certain city corps, and 
measures have been taken to check it, so 
that any attempt to raise tho standard of 
efliciency in tliosc corps may not bo ren- 
dered abortive. 

A system of competition has been estab- 
lished in some of the districts, and prizes 
for the corps makinp the best showing have 
been offered by Sir Donald Smith in Mon- 
treal, and Sir Casimir Cizowski in Toronto 
district. General Herbert liopes to sec 
prominent men come forward elsewhere 
with similar prizes, which are not expen- 
sive and are in the nature of ohuUengo 
trophies to ho held from year to year by 
the annual winners. 

THE I'ROrOSP.D S'EW UIKLE. 

It would seem that there are several 
lengthy preliminaries that must be attended 
to before the much abused Snider rifle can 
bo withdrawn and replaced. General Her- 
bert sayd : — 

" An inquiry lias been instituted, which 
is still proceeding, with a view to ascertain- 
ing tho most suitable small-boro ride and 
carbine with which to ra-arm the militia. 
tChere are, however, two points of the high- 
est importance which have to be considered 
in connection with this question : There is 
at present a considerable reserve of Snider 
amunition, and the supply is maintained by 
the Dominion Cartridge factory. In order 
to mannfaotnre the ammunition required 
for a modern small-bore rifle, considerable 
changes of machinery would be necessary, 
while the smokelesa compound which has 
taken the phice of gunpowder in the modern 
firearm could not be procured in Canada. 

THK LACK OF KANOICS. 

" There is not more than one rifle range 
in Canada on which practice could be car- 
ried, out to the full ell'ective range of a mod- 
ern rifle. There are few that admit of prac- 
tice at a longer range than 600 yards. Tho 
existence of abundant means for practising 
rifle shooting is as necessary a condition for 
attaining efficiency as is the possession of 
good weapons. 

" While earnestly desiring to see the in- 
troduction of a better fire-arm, I cannot but 
recognize that it would be a fruitless expen- 
diture were modern weapons placed in the 
handa of the militia without due provision 
for the supply of ammunition to be used 
with them, or for the means of instructing 
the men in their use.'' 

RKrOUTS ON I.dCAI. CORl'S. 

The British Columbia lirigade of C^vrri- 
Bon Artillery und tho Naimirno Infantry 
Corps wore among the few who did not com- 
plete tluir drill for 1S!)1 92 in time for the 
publication of tho inspection report in 
the volume for tliat year. They completed 
that drill in Jlay last, target practice being 
omitted, and the acting Deputy Adjutant- 
General, Lt.-Col. H(dme3, said of the Artil- 
lery : "The headquarter batteries per- 
formed battalion drill under the Major 
fairly welL All the clothing of these bat- 
teries is worn out. The accoutrements are 
old and of several patterns. New issue 
recommended." His report by batteries 
was : 

•'No. 1, Capt. Townley — This is a very 
good battery ; rai-kd first in Ib igado in i Hi- 
oionoy.

FflOM THE FAR EAST. 

Cream of the News Brought by the Latest 
Oriental Steamer. 

The files of the -Japan Advertiser up to 
the 3rd inst.'; which , reached hero by tho 
Empress of China Tuesday evening, give tho 
following news of tho far Kast : 

Mr, George Scidmore, of tho U. S. con- 
sular service, who has been on a special 
mission to tho Fiji Islands for over a year 
past, has returned to ICongkong. 

Tho fifty Cingalese for the World's Fair 
who were paasenijerH by tho I'^mpreas of 
China, have been sent by tho Ceylon govern- 
ment and the Planters Association to run 
tho " Ceylon Teahouse." 

On the 1st of February the post oflices of 
nil tho principal cities and towns of Japan 
were called upon to iiandle parcels for. tho 
first time, a package post being then in- 
augurated. 

Telegraphic intelligence from Sapporo is 
to the effect that while in that oity the 
smallpox epidemic is almost stamped out, 
in six or seven other districts of the Hok- 
kaido it is increasing, 2,SC 1 cases and 1,07S 
deaths having been reported since tho end 
of October. The latest smallpox returns 
show 41 new cases and 22 deaths in Kobe on 
tho 20th instant, the total from the Ist in- 
stant to that date being 740 cases and 205 
deaths. In Minami Tsngaru district, 
Awomori Prefecture, about ten new cases 
daily are reported, tho total irom the Ist 
instant being 11911 cases and 112 deaths. In 
O.iaka, during the week ending tho i!'2nd iii- 
atant, \',i'2 now cases and deaths ocourred. 
The Jiji reports tliat the disease has also be- 
come prevalent in Okayama. 

The fall of snow in llyogo I'refecture 
during the few days of tho cold wave ap- 
pears to have been almost phenomenal. 
According to accounts published in tho ver- 
nacular papers, the depth of snow recorded 
in Daiahimiichi is from three to four feet, in 
Toyooka-muchi five feet, and in some of the 
mountainous districts of Nanami add Futa- 
gata over ten feet. In these districts 
almost idl the roads are reported to bo iin- 
paseablo. The Shanghai papers report sev- 
eral incidents showing the severity of the 
cold which seems to have swept down from 
the northward over a great part of China. 
In the Yangts/.o tho buoys at the crossings 
were covered with ice, which weighted them 
down in the water so that they could 
scarcely bo seen. On the lUth a novel sight 
was witnessed at Shanghai. During tlio 
whole of tho Hood tide an almost continu- 
ous field of drift ice floated past tho sotllo- 
uients. Outside the Woosung Spit buoy 
the ice piled up over a foot high alongside 
the vessels. At Foochow the weather was 
intensely cold. The whole country was 
covered with six inches of snow. A largo 
proportion of the population had never seen 
snow before. 

It is learned on the authority of tho Niohi 
Nichi Shimbun that226of the 454 fisher- 
men who were reported to have lost their 
lives by the gale in the Kii channel on Do- 
comber 2S were able to make the island of 
llachigo (Fatsizio) on tho 30th and Dlat 
ult., wdiere they now are. Twelve men 
have died since their arrival. Two of the 
survivors left on a steamer and proceeded to 
the capitul, where they arrived 0!i tho 2iid 
inst., and told their story at; the Lodd Gov- 
ernment office. It will be recollected that 
among tho steamers sent to reniler assist- 
ance to tho boats overtaken by tho storm, 
one vessel was despatched specially to IIo- 
chigo in the hope that some of the boats 
might have gained that island. It is in- 
comprehensible how that steamer could re- 
turn and report as she did that none of tho 
men were on the island.

TB£ TARIFF GJIANOES. 

The Budget speech has, no doubt, disap- 
pointed a considerable number of tho sup- 
porters of tho Government, It was expect- 
ed that the Government intended to lower 
some duties and to lake off others. Many 
believed that somo of tho niouldoriug 
hronobes \nrould be lopped ofi. But if the 
' onlf changes are those recorded by our 
Ottawa correspondent there aro, in the 
opinion of the Finance Minister, no mould- 
ering branchoB ; ull that the tariff tree re- 
<iuirea just now is, lie tliinks, a little — a 
very little— judicious trimming. Sonio 
alteration is to be made in the charges on 
eoal oil ; the duty on binding twine is to be 
reduced from '25 per cent, to 12!; pcr cent., 
and mining machinery not made in Canada 
is to 1)0 admitted free for three 
years. As for this last concession, 
it in a f;reat measure depends 
upon the way in which the law la interpret- 
ed by the Customs Department whether it 
' is a valuable ono or not. If the officials aro 
exacting in rerjuiring the importer to prove 
that the machinery ho wishes to bring into 
tho Province is not manufactured in Canada 
the coacesaion will be of little importance to 
tho miners of this Province. On the other 
hand, if they interpret it liberally, it may 
'he the means of doing much 'good. We, 
■nevertheless, think that if the Government 
had remitted tho duties on certain specified 
pieces of mining machinery for tho tinio 
aamed without any (j^ualification whatever, 
the booD to the Provinee would have been 
much greater than it is likely to be. It 
ooald well afford to do this. As we have 
seen, this Province pays far more 
than tho average share of Customs 
(iutiea and tho young and struggling 
mining industry of tho Province might 1. 
fostered without taking much from the mi 
lion odd dollars wbioh British Columbians 
oontribate to the Dominion Treasury more 
than the rame number of the inhabitants of 
any of the other provinces. 

But in this matter of tho revision of tho 
tariGT, it is only right to remember that very 
little of a permanent nature can be done 
until it is seen what tho trade policy of the 
Cleveland Administration is to bo. It ia 
evident to everyone, whatever his opinion 
on trade matters may bo, that the fiscal 
policy of tho United States must to a 
greater or less extent inlluonco the fiscal 
policy of tho Dominion of Canada. It haH 
douo HO in tho past and it will witliout 
doubt liuvo a sioiilar effect in the future. 
Tho postponement of the revision of the 
tariff ootil nextyeac was' a foregone cnn- 
cloaion, but it was expected that a gooil 
deal more would be done in the way of 
remitting and lowering dutioa tlien tho Gov- 
ernment liaa determined to do. Tho Op- 
position will, no doubt, bo jubilant over the 
course which tho Government has seen fit 
to pursue, but the rejoicing of the Grits 
need give the Finance Minister little con- 
cern, if only the Conservatives approve of 
what ho has done and what ho has left un- 
done. If the iudicaliona are to be relioil 
upon, Mr, Postia- hivi much more to fear 



SLIGHTLY MISTAKEN, 

Our correspondent " Naughty Labor " 
discusaes a subjeot which wo did not toucli 
in our article on Capital and Labor. Our 
object was simply to show that Capital and 
Labor aro not enemies and should not bo 
enemies. We tried to prove that thoy aro 
inter-dependont and that one cannot prosper 
without tho other, and conBcijuently that 
those who try to show that they aro natur- 
ally and necessarily antagonistic aro in 
error, and that their teacliings aro not cou- 
duoivo to tho general welfare. 

WhatXiabor is entitled -to receive ia a 
subject which wo did not touch. Our cor- 
respondent evidently believes that tho 
wago-earnor ia entitled to moro than tho 
sum ho agrees to work for. Ho argues that 
he should liavo a share of tho profits of 
tho busiucss into tho bargain. The profit- 
sharing system has been tried, but it has 
not been notably successful, for the reason 
that though the worker was (juito ready to 
take his share of the prolits when tliere was 
a gain, he was not willing to bear his aliaro 
of tho loss wlieii losses wero iucurred. lint 
in a partnership concern— it ia no matter 
who or whatthe partners are— all must bear 
the losses as well as share tho gains, Eut 
this is a totally different subjeot from tho 
ono we attempted to discuss, and wo aro 
glad to SCO that "Nauglity Labor," who ia 
bona I'ule a workiugiuan, does not liolil that 
Capital is tho enemy of Labor. 

Oar correspondent quesUons the correct- 
nesa of our assertion that Capital runs all 
tho risk whether tho enterprise pays or does 
not pay. He says if an employer sinks 
half of his capital iu an outerpriao and loss 
it, ho has still tho other half to live upon. 
That is quite true. 13ut what does tho ni.in 
he employed lose, what risk did ho run? 
While the work waa going on he received 
his wages, whether they wero high or low. 
He was benefited to that extent. The 
wages wero paid out of capital which his 
employer lost, and when tho work ceiieed 
the laborer had his savings if ho had been 
provident, and even if he had saved 
nothing ho was just where he stood when 
the losing concern commenced operations. 
He had lost nothing at all. The losing 
undertaking ulTorded him a living for a 
period, long or short, and ho was ao much 
to the good. But the capitalist had to be- 
gin the world again crippled. 

Under the system which our correspond- 
ent favors, the worker' would not have 
escaped so easily. He would be required 
to boar his share of tho loss, and aa he liad 
no capital to risk he would have to lose part 
of his wages. Ho worked on the shares, 
and as there were only losses to share be 
would he iu the same condition as the capi- 
talist, and would have to seek work again 
with a load of debt on his shoulders. 



and tho Canadian 6ovemiinenii«}0'an not 
undertake to defray its losses without com 
niitting un act of hostility to the country, 
v.-hich sooner or later would provoke re 
prisals. If, therefore, things aro lot alone, 
tho tranacoutinentul trutlio will naturally 
drift into tho bands of tho American lines, 
and tliat portion which tho Canadian enter- 
prise baa secured by doing violenco to 
logical principles will return where it b 
longs. I5ut any attempt to bur out the 
Canadian lino liy depriving it of the bond 
ing privilege would not only indicate an un 
becoming fcur of its compctitiou, but would 
retard the operation of natural laws. 

Tho Argonaut is mistaken if it supposes 
that under any circumstances tho Dominion 
(iovcrument would undertake to " defray " 
any of tho losses of the Canadian Pacific 
Kailway. The: Canadian Government has 
no more to do with tho running of the 
Canadian Pacific than it has with the run 
ning of the Northern Pacific. Canadian 
trunk railways aro operated altogether indo 
pendently of tho Government. Thoy ure 
merely commercial corporations which muu' 
ago their own business to a«it,thoir own in 
terests. If tlioy make * money the 
profit . ia wholly theirs, and if 
they lose they will have to hear 
tho loss. It ia hard to mako Ameri 
cans understand this. They have got it 
into their heads that the Canadian Pacific, 
particularly, ia a " subsidised " road, and 
that it is not run on purely commercial 
principles, but depends upon Government 
for its profits. Tho Canadian Government 
contributed towards the construction of the 
Canadian Pacilic as the United .Stales <lid 
towards the Union Pacific, but there its aid 
ended. When tho Canadian ( iovernment or 
tho Imperial Government uses tho road it 
pays for the work done like any other cus- 
tomer. What tho extent of the patroiuige 
of these Governments is we do not know, 
but it certainly ia not great. But barring 
the money it fairly earns, tho C. P. U. does 
not get a single dollar from either the Do- 
minion or tile Imperial (Joverniiienl. 



A GOMMON-SBNSE VIEW. 

President Harrison seems determined to 
make the end of his term remarkable by hts 
exhibitions of dislike to Canada and every- 
thing Canadian. Ho has been fulminating 
against the privilege enjoyed by Canaditni 
railroads in carrying across tho bordur 
goods in bond, He appears to be aa jealous 
of Canadian railroad competition aa if he 
were himaelf a member of an American rail- 
road ring determined to monopolise tho 
traffic no matter who suffered. 

It ia well known that the Canadian rail 
roads afford United States citizena accommo- 
dation which thoy prize highly, and which 
they do not want to lose. Those roads are 
their great safeguard against extortion. 
Many Americans know this well, and are 
consequently opposed to the legislation 
recommended by President Harrison. 

Tho San Francisco Argonaut, which can 
hardly bo accused of having a leaning 
towards Canada or of being disposed to favor 
anything British, takes un enlightened view 
of this transportation question. In a late 
number it says : 

Time was when trade was regulated from 
a short-sighted view of patriotism. ICnglund 
refused to permit wool to bo exported in 
order to prevent Antwerp and Ploreiieo 
from making woollen cloth. Spain prohibited 
tho importation of French manufactures on 
the ground that the peninsula was depleted 
of coin to pay for them. Genoa destroyed 
the Venetian navy in order to monopolize 
the carrying trade of the' Mediterranean. 
Modern opinion does not justify such arbi- 
trary interference with commeroo. If it 
pays to ship tho products of California te 
Illinois by way of Vancouver and Manitobo, 
tho executive at Washington would travel 
out of itH province if it undertook to stop 
tho tr.tllic, or if it hesitated to smooth the 
way by hiispcndiiig tlie arbitrary restric- 
tions on tratie impiiaed by tlie customs laws. 

Trade, if let alone, will follow tho lines 
of least resistance, it will take tho short- 
est lines, the lowest grades, anil the smooth- 
est routes. It will go by water in pi'ufcr- 
enco to going by land, because water traua- 
portation is cheapest. It will prefer a 
straight to a curved lino. It will travel 
through a country wliich is occupied ratlicr 
than through one wliicli is empty, biicauso 
way truflio is a useful adjunct to through 
tralfio. For these reasonn, it ia unlikely 
that tho Canadian Pacilic can bo an abiding 
competitor for transcontinental traffic bu- 
twciiri pointa in ('a.l;fGrnia and poiula in 
Illinois or Now York. If it attempta to 
grab a share of it, by violating the laws of 
trade and doing business at u loss, it 
must sooner or later come , to grief,

He doubted the riglic of tho 
Mayor to introduce any by-law. 

His Woiisiiil' contended that the fact of 
bis being .Mayor of tho city did not prevent 
his having at least the same rights as any 
otb I niuinber of the Council.

Ai.i). Mr.NN— I stated to tho Mayor a 
short tiiiio ago, before this by law waa

Ald. Munn stood up to oiler a further ex- 
planation but was ruled out of order, the 
Mayor explaining that, according to Parlia- 
mentary rule, the motion should be put 

without discussion. 

A good deal of discussion, however, was 
indulged in, and finally tho ruling of tho 
chair was sustained by the following vote : 

Yeas— Aid. Uaker, Belyea, Miller, Mc- 
Killican and Bragg- 0. 

Nays — Aid. Munn, MoTavish, Hender- 
son, and Styles— 4. 

His Worship then proceeded to explain 
the by law. At present there were eighty 
licenses granted for tho sale of liquor in 
saloons, three bottle licenses, aud four for 
supplying at meals. Tho by-law was not 
intended to interfere with the vested rights 
of any person, hut provided that no new 
licenses be granted, that licenses not being 
renewed, or lapsing, fall out. 

Ai.u. .Mii.i.KU objuctcd to the second 
reading of tho by-law. lie contended that 
tho fact of licenaing even one man made the 
trade legitimate, and thia being ao, any 
man wishing to embark in the liquor trade 
should have the right to do ao uiion pivying 
hia licenau aud subjecting himaolf to the 
rules and regulations laid down, It was 
not just to create a monopoly for any par- 
ticular class of trade. Many men iu thia 
city would be glad to have the number en- 
gaged in their particular business limited, 
aa thia by-law wouhl limit tho liquor Irad'j. 

Ai.i). Mcl'.wisii also opposed tlio by-law, 
which ho said would bo interpreted aa a bit 
of spleen aimed at one gentleman. He 
agreed with Aid. Miller that a man paying 
a license and complying with the regulations 
should bo granted one. 

Ai.D. Beltea supported the by-law. He 
pointed out that all over the civilized world 
it'liad boon found necessary to limit and rn- 
strict tho number of licenses granted. He 
was not saying anything against tho men 
now engaged in tho buainoss in thia city, 
but he thought that tho more tho litpior 
traffic was controlled tho better it wus for 
the coitjmunity. 

Ai.D. Mu.s'uok opposed the by-law and 
thought the I..icen8iiig Commiasinnera ought 
to be left at least some diacretionary power. 

Ai.D. ISaicku also opposed the by-law and 
said it waa one calculated to make the 
Mayor a very popular man, as it would win 
for him two strong parties — the present 
holders of licenses, and tho temporanco 
people. He (.\U1. liaker) would like to see 
the licjuor trade conducted in respectable 
houses by responsible parties. 

Ai.i). McKiiJ.icAN favored the by-law, 
contending that anything that could bo 
done to limit tlio number of licenses in the 
city was u step in tho right direction. 

Ai.v. H.''..M)Eit.soN favored the principle 
of tho by-law, but thought it went too far, 
inasmuch as it would deter persons from 
going into the hotel business on a large 
scale. 

Ai.i). Stvlks opposed the by-law because 
it would prevent persons from embarking 
iu the hotel business. 

Ai.D. Baki^h thought it a hardship that 
when a man put up a good hotel he should 
not be granted a license. He, however, 
would like to see fewer saloons in the city, 

A motion waa adopted to go into coiiiiiiit- 
teo of the wliole, anil to the; surprise of 
Hiiine of tlu; alilcrnicn who did not under- 
stand tho movement, the .Mayor proceeded 
to read the by-law clause by clause. Several 
votes were taken, and finally tlui committee 
ro^e and, without reporting, asked leave to 
sit again. 

The .Street committco recommendi'd the 
payment of .$100 to Mr. .McLeod for in- 
juries sustained by him by reason of a de- 
fective sidewalk. They also recoinmciided 
that the names of tho streets bo placed at 
the cuiner of each. 

Ai.ii. .MrKiM.lOAN moved as an amend- 
ment t hat the amount to bo awarded Mr. 
McLeod be J 150, but mot with but little 
support. Tho report of the committee 
waa ultimately adopted. 

Tho special committee appointed to con- 
fer with tho 'Tramway company n'l to tho 
acquisition of tho charter, asked leave to 
sit again. — Granted. 

A by-law empowering the Couucil to bor- 
row a sum of $223,000, in anticipation of 
the revenue of 1893, waa read a first and 
second time and discussed in committee, 
passing with a few trifling alterations. 

The Police committee reported having in- 
vestigated the charge preferred agaimit 
Chief of Police Sheppard by Rev, J. li. 
Gardner, whioh was not auatainod, "tho 
evidence taken being strongly of a contrary 
character." 

Ai.i). MuNK proposed the following reso- 
lution : 

" 'I'liat i.n the opinion of the Couucil tho 
Municipal Act.|fe^2. should bo ao aniendeil 
as to enable tho Council, if it is considered 
advisable, to make, a further reduction in 
the rate of taxation of improvements, with- 



out necessarily impairing the revenue for 
the year. 

"Tnat in tho further opinion of tho 
Council the power to collect the personal 
property tax should bo trauaferred to the 
city, and the receipts for the same turned 
into tho municipal instead of the Provincial 
revenue, as it is at present. 

" That copies of this resolution bo for- 
warded to the members of the Provincial 
Government and tho representatives of the 
city in tho Legislature." 

lie th"uglit that tlie personal property tax 
should J |jaid into the city, as waa tho 
case in tho older provinces. Every year 
new burdens were thrown upon the city, 
aud there should be new sources of supply 
provided. 

Tho motion was seconded by Aid. Bragg. 

Ai.D. Bki.yka did not think that there 
was anything to bo gained by tho motion, 
Already tho Council hud tho i)ower to e.\;- 
empt improvements from taxation. If what 
was required wus further power to increase 
the taxation on land, it would be well to 
say so, and pass a resolution to that effect. 

Ald. Baicicr was iu favor of cutting down 
taxation on improvements as much as pos- 
sible, but was convinced that the tu.^ on 
land was as high as it would boar. 

After further discussion tho resolution 
passed minua the first clause. 

Application was made for the use of tho 
Market house for the purpose of the K. of 
P. entertainment pn Saturday evening, and 
was granted. 

Tlie Council adjourned at 11 p.m.

Hero ho was taken suddenly ill and re- 
moved to tho hospital.

Ihiti Session of tbe Sixth Parllamcut. 

TWELFTH DAY. 

Wednesday, Feb. 15, 1893. 

The Speaker took the ohair at 2 o'clock, 
Prayers by Rev. J. E. Coorabes. 

PETITIONS.- 

Mr. Cotton presented a petition from 
the Burrard Inlet and Traser Valley Rail- 
way Company for an extension of time in 
their original Act. 

jierouTS OK committees. 

Mr. Martin, from the Private Bills com- 
mittbe, reported that tbe rales had been 
complied with in the case of the petition 
from His Lordship Bishop Sillitoe for incor- 
poration. 

.SOHTIIER^ MAIL SKRVICK. 

Mr. IIaLI- moved, seconded by Mr. Jjootli, 
"That a resolution bo presented to the 
Lieut.-Governor requesting that ho will 
cause to bo pointed 0\U to the Dominion 
Government the very urgent necessity 
which exists tor the providing of an ofli- 
ciont mail service on what ia known na the 
Northern coast; route of this Province l)y 
steamers of good speed and acconiniodatiou, 
equal in all respects to the Aniorieun 
steamers plying to Alaska. Tho present 
requirements are aa hereunder, viz: Vic- 
toria to Port Simpson, Naas iind way ports 
every week, and Victoria to liiieen Char- 
lotte Islands points every four weeks." 

Mr. Hall said that this resolution canio 
before the House agsin in practically tl-.e 
' same language as had been used on three 
previous ocoasions. Each time it had been 
'unanimously supported by the House, a nd 
he thought it was unfortunate that such a 
representation made to tho Ottawa authori- 
ties would have no eflfect. However, he 
would keep persistently and steadily work- 
ing away at the question, with tho idea of 
at some time getting what his constituents 
believed to be nothing more than fair play. 
Referring to the opening up and develop- 
ment of the Northern Coast country, he 
declared that it was an outrage that after 
twenty-five years of settlement up tho 
Coast, the mails should yet be carried by 
an irregular steamer which could not go 
more tlian six miles an hour. He did not 
propose to lake up the time of the House 
with a lengthy speech, but could not re- 
frain from making a few remarks to aboiv 
how great the injustice was that so little 
had been douo for tlie Uritiah Columbia 
Coast settlements by the Dominion Oovern- 
meut. He compared the excellent service to 
Alaska by the American liners, with what 
the Canadian Government had given its 
people, and concluding said he hoped tho 
resolution would not only bo carried, but 
would 1)0 urged upon the Dominion Govern- 
ment by the Executive of the Province. 

Hon. Mr. Turni.i!, after congratulating 
the mover of tho resolution on his pcrsist- 
enoy in bringing forward the question year 
after year, promised in this case more 
particularly that the subject matter sliould 
be urged upon the Dominion Government. 
The cost of a ' mail service to the Northern 
Coast would not be very great, as .it 
was all waterway and would /not'« cost ' so 
much as overland. Ho was sorry /'to say, 
however, that the efforts of the .'Provincial 
Government to get justice from the Do- 
minion Government were not always as 
successful as they should be. He would he 
■ very glad once more to urge this important 
^tter fapon dhem. 

' The resolution carrieii. 

DR. IIOURIN'OT's OI'INION, 

Hon. Mr. Beaven moved, seconded by 
Mr. Semlin, " That an order of tho House 
be granted for a return showing the section 
of the act under which tho land was pur- 
chased, the numerals of the Crown grant (if 
any), tho name, acreage, price per acre, and 
district, from which the sum of $:il3,i>19.41 
has been received at the Treasury from the 
s»l" r\f Orown lands for tho fiscal year 
3891-02," 

Hun. Mr. Vf.knon said he would be glad 
to hrinf; the information down at the 
earliest possible date. 

Hon. Mr. Heaves moved, aeoonded by 
Mr. Semlin, " That an order of tho House 
be granted for a copy of the opinion given 
by Dr. J. 6. Bourinot, as to the powers and 
privileges of Ithe Legislative Assembly, for 
which a fee of $100 wais paid, as per page 24 
of tho Puldio Accounts for 1891-92." 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said he did not know 
how much tho opinion was worth, Mr. 
Bourinot being some olUcer of the Ifouae of 
Commons — librarian, he thought — and he l)e- 
lieved the author of some constitutional 
work. When the Kennedy Pros, were 
at tho bar of the House last year, ho (Mr. 
Beaven) was of opinion that a mistake had 
been made, and evpreased the opinion that 
' tho Speaker and every member of tho House 
were personally liable to an action for 
damages. He did not blame Mr. Speaker, 
who no doubt was acting conscientiously, 
but was wrongly advised by the Attorney- 
General. 

Hon. Col. Baickr rose to a question of 
privilege. The hou. leader of the Opposition 
was canting a redection on a previous vote 
of the House. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven continued, when, 

Mr. HaUj rose to a question of privilege, 
calling attention to the fact that the hon. 
leader of tlie Opposition was talking to tho 
jialleries, and wuh not contiuing himself to 
the question. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Stkakkk ruled Mr. Heaven in order. 

Hon. Mr. Bkavk.v coutlujed that he had 
no doubt if tlie House had not been pro- 
rogued last year when it was, the courts 
would have decided ■ that the Attorney- 
General was wrong. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said that the hon. leader 
of the Opposition and his friends tho Ken- 
nedys need have no apprthension that tho 
Government would ai-k for an act. to in- 
demnify them for what hud occurred in con- 
nection with the Kennedy matter. The ob- 
servations of the hon. gentleman about 
what had been done by the House last sea- 
sion would only remind hoc. members of 
the House that his legal opinions were g( n- 
erally almost exactly opposite to the opin- 
ions of legal tribunals of tho land. Theie 
would be no objection to the opinion of Dr. 
Bourinot being lirought down, when it 
■would be found to be exactly in accord with 
the opinions of the court, .tnpporiing the 
power of the House to jirolict it.'i own 
privih'gcs. There was no doubt tlieio bad 
been some dcfcict in tlie legislation of pre- 
vious years, but llmt hiid all betn provided 
for in an aot which vras passed last aes-sioii 
bcf'^in thn luniiiT n oB proceeded with. 

echo motion carried. 

Hun. Mi:. JIk.vvhn moved, seconded by 
Mr. Semlin: "Tliiit an older of iho llouaobc 
granted for the following : ( i) Tho nuiiiea of 
each mining recorder and mining district in 
tho Province, tlie date of appointment and 
establiBhing of tho aame ; (b) the date njrjn 
which each mining recorder was noiilii d by 
the Minister of Mines that tho ' Mini ral 
Aot, 1891, Amendment Aot, 1892,' had been 
passed by the Legislative Assombly," 

Hon. Mr. Davie said there was no ques- 
tion about giving tho information, bub it 
■would h- imnossiblf" to sive that asked for ip 
part (b) of the resolution. 

Mil. itONTER thought tt would be better 
for the hon, leader of tho Opposition to with- 



draw his motion, which would not result in 
any good. 

lIo.N'. Mr. Vernon moved in amendment 
that clause (//) ha struck out. 
• Hon. Mr. Bkave.v said that tho way tho 
Government was acting in this matter just 
showed that tho ministers wore a lot ol in- 
competent nobodies, who didn't have 
brains enough even to notify a mining re- 
corder of changes in the Act. 

Hon. Mr. VEii-N'ON — Very clever! (Laugii- 
tor.) 

Hon. Mr. Beaven — Yes. (P.onowed 
laughter.) 

Hon. Col. Baker said tho Government 
would indeed bo showing a want of brains 
if it would permit such a stupid and ridicul- 
ous motion to go through tho House. Such 
resolutions were only brought forward by 
the hon. leader of tho Opposition for etl'oct 
— there was such a short distance becweou 
his mouth and the gallery. (Laughter.)

rUliLIC HI.AI.TU ACT. 

Hon. Mr. Davie re.iumed the adjourned 
debate on tho Public Health Act. Ho said 
that the amendment of the hon. member 
for Yale (Mr. Semlin) had undoubtedly been 
moved for only ono purpose, and timt was 
to allow the debate to be continued by the 
hon. leader of the Opposition. The House 
had no guarantee of when tlie report of ll 
Royal Commission would be sent down, or 
if it would be sent down at all in time for 
tho present session. That report would no 
doubt contain very many valuable sugges 
tions, which would, however, not be of very 
much use in framing tho Health Act, wlii 
was drawn upon the lines adopted in other 
parts of tho world ; but when it came to 
passing rules and regulations under the Act 
which was now being considered, those sug- 
gestions would be very useful indeed. Ho 
approved of tbe buggestion that had been 
made during the course of the debate by 
the hon. member for New Westminster dis- 
trict to add to the bill aa an appendix the 
rules and regulations in regard to sanitary 
matters that had been issued by the Gov- 
ernment last summer. Tho suggestion was 
well worthy of consideration, and very 
likely before tho bill was through committee 
of the whole, tho House would have the 
advantage of the report of the Commission, 
when it might bo possible to add some 
valuable regulations. He took occasion to 
refer to remarks that had been made during 
the course of the debate ou Tuesday 
by the hon. loader of the Oppo- 
sition. For simple, pure distortion and 
twisting of facts, tho speecli of 
the hon. leader of the Opposition was tho 
most persistent piece of misrepresentation 
ho had ever heard from even the hon. gen- 
tleman, and that was saying a good deal. 
His action in the matter had been unfair 
and his mctliod in the debate had been dis- 
honest in the extreme — that wa8,,dishonest 
speaking in a parliamentary sense, and he 
(Mr. Davie) would have to claim the indul- 
gence of the House while ho related the true 
facts of the case. As an illustration of how 
little sincerity there was in anything that 
Hon, Mr. Beaven had said, and at the same 
time as showing how shallow were hisell'orts 
at distortion, he alluded to the Kennedy 
case and to the osaertion without argu- 
ment made by Mr. Beaven that what was 
done was illegal and that the Speaker and al- 
concerned were liable to an action for heavy 
damages because of it, aud that the Ken- 
nedys would have brought saoh an action 
had they not known that the Government 
would legislate against it. That Statement 
was an insult to the indcpeodenCe of this 
House, and well the hon. gentleman knew 
it, for he must have known, if lie knew 
anything at all, that the House would not 
support any government for a .single day, 
that no government could regain the con- 
fidence of the House for a single hour, if 
ever an attempt was made to legislate away 
vested rights. Jf there was one thing more 
than another in whicb this (ioveriiment 
pride itself, it was the desire to retain 
and maintain vested rights, and if these 
parties had any good cause for an 
action against the Speaker or mem- 
bers of the House, they could rest assured 
that nothing would ever bo done to take it 
away from them. But assuming, for the sake 
of argument, that the Government would 
have passed a measure of that kind, surely 
in the nine or ten months since that matter 
was before the House before there had been 
time for them to bring their action '.' And 
in that time what opportunity would tho 
Government have had to come before tho 
House and ask for legislation '! Tho hon 
entleman had said on Friday last that tho 
ebate had cotne upon him unexpectedly or 
else that he would have been prepared to 
have shown that . the Health Act under 
which the rules and regulations were issued 
last summer, was repealed and obsolete. 
Hi! (Mr. Heaven) had had another chance 
yecii rday to favor the House with this argu- 
ment, but iiothiiig had been heard of it then. 
Ki plying lo wliat Dr. Milne liiul said about 
till: (iovernnicnl trylijg to depiivc liiii) of all 
the powers of Ifuulib Ullicer for tho ciiy of 
Victoria, he said the Oi)vorniiii iit wanted to 
lio iidtliing of tlio kind. 'I'lny simply 
wanted to bave control of siiiall|io!c matters, 
which were being miemniiageil by the city, 
and till! ( lovornment did get this ciinlrol, 
and exereited it until they bud ctoppud the 
H[)r('ail of IhedifeaHC. He brii fly reeiUled the 
cirt'uiiihtaiicts of tho "case utafed " wliicli 
had been juopiisid to l;e Kubiiiitted to the 
Suprciiu! Court, and which would havo been 
submitted had not the City Council, after 
askii.g tho Government for aid, made other 
arrangements Ho that tho money asked for 
was not rec]uired. As to the charge that 
the GovcrnniLiit had tlireateni'd to put the 
sheiiir in cliiir);e,all he won Id. '■ay was that the 
City loKited or ho^itat(■d lo pay certain bilh 
coiitraf ti(i f I r labor, supplies, etc., and the 
Gdveininent oaina to the rescue and, havini> 
p dd the bills, provided a means for collect- 
ing the money from tho City, but it 'had 
never been necessary to uso that process to 
collect it as the Council repaid every dollar 
of the money expended on its account, 
some $4,000, showing that they regarded it 



as a just and proper claim. He ridiculed 
tho statement made by the hon. leader of 
tho Opposition that the Health Rules 
were unintelligible, otu. , and had to be 
amended from time to time, showing 
that there had reolly been no amendments 
made, and that tho supplementary rules 
wero but additions for particular purposes. 
As to tho charge that the Government had 
ono law for tho rich and another for tho 
poor, he instanced tho case of tho removal 
of Hou. Forbes G. Vernon, who, though ho 
wou'.dhavo likod to have remained in his own 
hftuse, whore bo was as comfortable aa any 
man >couJd bo ucxler such circumstances, 
had been .ono of tho first patients to 
bo taken out to tho Jubilee ijuar- 
antino staUon. Dealing again with the cir- 
oumstanoo* of the nnfortunato death of tho 
man McKay, ho showed by indisputable 
evidence that both tho medical liealtli of- 
ficer. Dr. Milne, and the medical 
gentleman, Dr. Crompton, who had 
charge of tho case, knew tho re- 
moval was to take place and had 
not raised ono word of protest ngaiiial it to 
tho oiiiccr who had Qh&rm of tho iciiiovals. 
The inevitable conclusion to be drawn from 
this fact wn« that ti'iey anticipated no 
danger or they would haVP Vnaue some ob- 
jection, He (Mi:. Davie) did notblamo any- 
one for the man's death, but he now blamed 
the hon. gentleman ofiposito for so disingen- 
uously trying to cast a calumny on the 
authorities for what they never complained 
of at tho time when it was their duty to 
have done so, if tliey had seen any cause. 
For hon. gentlemen opposite to 
say thero had been any political an- 
imus in tiio action of the Govern- 
ment during tho smallpox outbreak 
was a foul untruth, for a ghastly time it 
would havo been to mix u]) pulitics with 
health matters when there was danger of tho 
loathsome disease spreading to all parts of 
tho Province, because of the neglect of tho 
Victoria City authorities iij handling the 
disease until there were thirty five to fifty 
cases. Tho Government was taunted be- 
cause it bad not interfered with the City 
authorities in Vancouver, New Westmin- 
ster and Nanaimo. Why should they have 
done so when those City authorities wero 
dealing promptly with the disease and taking 
every necessary step to prevent its spread t 
He took decided exception to the statement 
of hon. gentlemen opposite that the Gov- 
ernment had employed unqualified men, 
for it wat) a wellknomi fact that they bad 
seonred the services of the. very best men 
ovailable, men who, like Dr. Davie, Dr. 
Hasell and Dr. Wade, stood high in the 
ranks of their profession. Concludin'^, he 
re/erred to the fkOt that tho smallpox was 
a tiling of the past now. When thero had 
been danger and widespread panic the Gov- 
ernment hail come to the rescue, and then 
the men who wero now vilest in their at- 
tacks had nothing but praise for them; 
but when the atmosphere had cleared, then 
there was nothing hut abuse. It was an- 
other illustration of tbe old saw: 

"\Vlion the devil was sick 
Tlie devil a monk would be. 
WlioM Uioilevll KOtWKlI, 
Tho uevil a monk was he." 

Mr. Cotton said that a number of the 
hon. members on his aide of tbe House wero 
agreed that a measure such as the Public 
Health Aot was adviBable. He would like 
to see the ' rules appeoded, but was well 
aware that for oases of epldemio and emer- 



gency no rules which would cover every 
thing could be made until the epidemic or 
emergency arose. The principle of the bill 
had his hearty support, and he was satis- 
fied that in committee soinesminpr'amend- 
ments could be made, which i;?#onld';; bom 
pleto it so that it would work sat^afaotorily, 

Dr. Mii.nk again spoke, covering the 
same ground as previously. 

Mr. Hunter said that ho would support 
tho measure on its merits, and if its provi- 
sions wero strict they wero just what was 
required for tho Province of British Colum- 
bia. 

Mr, Horne considered tho general provi- 
sions of the bill good, but some amend- 
ments in committee would improve it. Ho 
would support tho second reading. 

Hon. Mk. I'oolky continued tho debate, 
and warmly repudiated tho suggestion that 
had been thrown out by hon. nicmbors op- 
posite that the Government had, last sum- 
mer, acted in the smallpox matter with a 
political motive. What the (ioverninenl 
had done was done in the cause of hunmnity 
and for the illiblie good alone, and it was 
an unfair thing nu^V tO attack the Govern- 
ment for their aat'Vo ohdoavors to slop tho 
spread of tbo.disease at ..a time when they 
wero placed ih such an 'awkward position. 
(Hear, hoar.) Cofaoluding,' he would say to 
those hon, gentlemen who had suggested 
amendments to be made in committee, that 
the Government would bo happy to ac^l■^t 
any amendment in the direction of tho priu- 
ciiilo of tho bill — the preservation of the 
public health. 

Tho second reading of the bill was carried 
aud tho amendment rejoctod ou tho follow- 
ing division, viz. :

must confess that 
voir jA>ruscnowsKY. she is deserving of 
most of tlio praise bestowed upon her. 
Manageis of foreign draiuatie stars gener- 
ally make tho mistake of inviting compai-i- 
sonwith Bernhardt. I say "mistako," for 
80 far no woman has been found who is the 
equal of the preat French actress, and the 
Duse is no exception to the rule. 
1 She imagines that her strongest point is 
naturalness. In rcjility her great merit lies 
in her remarkable power of facial expres- 
sion. In the deliberate low tones her voice 
Is pathetically tremulous to a degree never 
attained by any actress of the present day. 
tSer figure is rather pleasing, and her face, 
though the reverse of beautiful. Is agree- 
able to look upon when lighted up by the 
big lustrous eyes which she knows so well 
how to use. 

i Li the gentler speeches Mme. Duse has 
the power to express tears in her voice, 
and the gonuLno article really does flow 
copiously from her eyes. There is no simti- 
lation. It is nil horril^ly real. 
■ Some of Dnse's work is almost brutal in 
its naked naturalness. In "Cainille" tho 
unblushing manner in whicli she, as Slar- 
gberita tiautliier, exhibits her unbridled 
and fiercely pa.ssionato love for Armando 
Duval is so real that it is p.aiiiful. Still it 
is just what might be exiteeted of such a 
woman as "L.-i Dame aux Cameliiis." 

Mme. Duse walks awkwardly. She has 
a way of protruding her chest that convcy.s 
the impression of consciousness. Then, 
too, in striving manifestly after tho in- 
tensely natural she docs many tilings which 
are decidedly nnnatural. For instance, 
when I saw her drop carelessly into a chair 
■which was wrong side before, I said to my- 
self, "There is an artist who ■\vill not mar 
the eSectiveness of asccne by twisting that 
ohalr around." The second time she did it 
I thought it a coincidence, but when she 
deliberately tjimed a chair around so that 
might sit on it the wivng way, the nat- 
uralness of the act took 'wings, and cunning 
artificiality perched in its place. 

It is doubtless a fact that Hme. Duse'.<9 
freedom from stage trickery and supremo 
contempt for conventionality were once 
genuine. The newspapera jn-obalily called 
attention to tlie daring gi'nius of her meth- 
ods, and she, in endeavoring to eniphasi/.e 
tho reputation she had earned, went so far 
on one side that she fell ovcv on the other, 
i Mme. Duse's voice, when employed in 
violently emotional scenes, is her -sveakest 
point. In "C'amillo," whieli she chose as 
the vehicle for her American debut, she ut- 
terly failed to arouse tho audience to the 
pitch of enthusiasm to which Bernhardt, 
Clara Morris and Modjeska have accus- 
tomed us. She evidently knows of this 
weakness, for sho never puts her voice to a 
Bovero test, iireferring to subdue her audi- 
tors bj' quiet methods rather than to excite 
them by violent declamation. This was 
particularly noticeable in the interview 
with tho elder, Duval in the second act of 
"CamiUe." 

I It is often falsely, argued that everything 
od the stage should be exactly as It is in 
ordinary life. Thisismanifestly the wrong 
view, for plays are always the grouping to- 
gether of u series of incidents which are out 
of the ordinary. Different persons are af- 
fected in different ways by the same news 
in real life, and for .stage purposes the typo 
to bo followed is that one which is most 
unusual, whether by reason of intense 
calmness or unrestrained excitcmeut. 
.Thus, wlien tho elder Duval tells Marghe- 
rita that sho must give up his son forever, 
Bhe would rejily witli asiniiilo "All right" 
or "I will not" if slie were of a phlegmatic 
nature. If, on tlie other hand, sho weru a 
■woman of n highly wrought and acutely 
nervous temperament, she would almost go 
into hysterics. 




Ki,i;o>;nr.,\ dtsk. 
( Mme. Duse pamts Marghenta as a crea- 
"taxo of impulse, restless, iiuciisy, fidgety, 
unquiet, cynical in tho common ail airsnf 
jllfe, but steadfast as the sun ■where her af- 
fections have been placed. She had grown 
to love Armando vrith on intensity th:it 
was at once charming and frightful. 'Would 
such a woman tamely surrender the man of 
hercholcef Would sho not fame and.fret 
and cliid(! and scold and beat tho air and 
declaim vinleiitly against fate before con- 
senting to do soiiiellun;,' inicndt'd to cause 
her lover to forever lose faith in herf I 
think .so, and I believe Mme. Duso thinks 
BO, too, but is afraid to essay .something in 
which many actresses easily excel her. 
I, Tho unconventlonality— I call it awk- 



wardncs.s— of Duso's stiff arm and wide- 
apart-flngers gesticulation has been praised 
by many, but it ifi really the one thing 
•which saiibusly mars , her .;w6rkV/ ^di: ^ain- 
ful as It is to admit iti it is undeniable that 
the lady "flops"— that is to say, she tum- 
bles herseU about as if in constant protest 
against a fate which compels her to destroy 
o.\ygen and participate ui tho affairs of this 
terrestrial globe. 

Still Sfme. Duso is a great artist — a very 
gi-e.'it artist. Sho is more artist in fact 
than .she is actre.ss. Her eyes are literally 
tho windows of her soul, and tho ell'ects 
eho produces with that monotonous voice 
by simply increasing or diniiuisliing its 
Volume is marvelous. Her face is mobile, 
and sho has no superior in llie expression 
of mute despair. 

I have criticised Mme. Duse because the 
circumstances under which she appears in- 
vito analysis, but her merits so comjiletely 
overshadow lier defects that she may fairly 
be cousickred ono of the w.~,rld'o greatest 
artists. By tho way, tho lady's name is 
pronounced Doo-zay, with a partieiilarlv 
light accent on the final syllable. 

Oscar Hammersteiu has inaugurated bis 
season of grand opera in Kiiglish at tln^ 
Mimhattan Opera House. The only work 
new to this country is "Boabdil," by Moritz 
Moszkowski. This opera is not a notable 
contribution to dramatic music, but it will 
probably prove acceptable despite its pov- 
erty of melody. Ilammcrsteln has long hud 
an idea that grand opera in BngUsh at ren- 
Bonable prices would pay in New York if 
presented by a company of excellence wit h- 
out the accessories of high priced stars. He 
lia.s as iiriiieipals jNfessrs. Otto Kathjcns, 
I'ayiio Clarke, J. Bolze, Alphonse Fuguet, 
Conrad lielireiis, Durward l.ely and JMnics. 
Januschowsky, IJurri, Alba, Beiniers, ICily 
Coghlaii and otliers. 

None ot these people possess idienouien.-i! 
voices, but they can all sing well, and iiiuiL 
of them are fairly good actors. 

Mr. Charles Frohman, with his fine stock 
company, his handsome and conveniently 
located new Empire theater, and the ele- 
gant mounting given to "The Girl I Li'ft 
Behind Me," may .succeed in making this 
first joint effort of Belasco and Fyles a 
"go," but I very much doubt it. And even 
if bo should, it will be but another evidence 
of tho degeneracy of tho theatrical tastes 
of II class of peoplu who ought to be able to 
distinguish between sincerity and frippery, 
between heroism and fustian, between nat- 
uralness and artificiality. 

"The Girl I Left Behind Me" is a melo- 
drama. Regarded 08 such and compared 
with the nightmares which nowadays tor- 
ture the theater going public under that 
alluring title, it is fairly good. But on the 
playbill it is called an "American drama," 
and it is upon this claim that it should be 
criticised. If, as is generally supposed, j\Ir. 
Fyles is tho author and Mr. Belasco the 
coiistrnetor of "The Girl I Left Behind 
Me," the latter is entitled to most of tho 
praise of which the piece is worthy, al- 
though even his work is sadly defective.

The play contains ono little idea. This is 
cherished tenderly through four acts. It is 
laid in cotton batting from time to time 
wIk-ii it gets weak, and a little comedy 
which is more or less funny is introduced, 
not because it comes nljoiit naturally, but 
becauso the play must last well on toll 
o'clock, and there isnotenougb of themain 
idea to hang on for that length of time. 
Some ot this "comedy" never fails to bring 
smiles to tho faces of people wlio are at nil 
familiar with the hotter cl;i.ss of drama, but 
they are smiles of ridicule mingled with 
pity for the ignorance of the unthinking 
who applaud such el.iptiap. For instfmce, 
ono girl gets tlio man who it is at once 
.seen is destined to become her swcetheiirt 
to turn his head while she wipes her hand.s 
on her petticoat and then quietly raises her 
dress and lots him dry his on the same gar- 
ment. 

In another act the sister of one of the 
lieutenants attached to the post is desper- 
ately in love 'with a private soldier who has 
been wounded. His forehead is bleeding— 
or.at least she says it is— and the handker- 
chiefs she has being too small for the pur- 
pose of binding up his head she orders the 
soldier to look out of the window. Then 
sho promptly elevates her dress and rips 
the ifuiince from her petticoat. 

And this is c-alleil cunedyl 

I do not lM-li.;ve tliaf'l'lH- C.ivl I Left Be- 
hind Me" will enjoy a long l uri in spito of 
its execUent surroundings, and I am quite 
posit ive tliat it does nut deserve it, no mat- 
ter what t he result, may Ije. Tlie finale of 
tho second ;iet is (|uite strong without 
noise, anil the finale of' t he third act is siini- 
lai-ly si long, inn, wiili an aecunipauiiiioiit 
of racket that seems incongruous away 
from the I'.o^very. 'J'lio third cliiiui.x is a 
b.-irefaceil "tiike" from "V'irginius" and 
the "lielief of Luckiiow." Tile best cliar- 
neter sketch in "Tlie Girl I Left Beliintl 
Me'' is that of a blulV, jovial ni;ijor 'with a 
grief festering in his manly bosom. Tlie 
typo ot present day frontier life in a mili- 
tary post is presumably correct in themain, 
although it is improbable that private sol- 
diers are permitted to dance with the ladies 
of the ofQcers' families.

Hockey and Curling' Gro-wing In 
Popularity Here. 



PKETTY GIKLS CHASE TKE PUCK. 



Fair XlDKUsh and ' CMwdlan ' Slaids 'Wlio 
Handle Tbelv Hoottey' Sticks 'With Grent 
Sldll— Tli« Ancient Seotcli Giimo of Curl- 
ing mid How It la I'luj-cil. 

The English gome ot hockey and tho 
Scotch sport, curling, have more devotees in 
nao Cnlted States the present winter than 
ever before, and just now the admirers of 
both games are particularly active in all 
parts of tho country where-ihere is firm 
glassy ice. Hockey as plnj'cd in England 
and Canada dillers very littlo from the 
shianey and rink polo played ou Ico and 
roller skates in the United States and espe- 
cially in Now England,

Hockey proper is an ico skating game. 
There nresoveu players on a side, and tho 
object which is knocked along the ico by 
the curved hoclcey stiolis is a round bit of 
vulcanized rubber shaped likea silver dollar 
and called the puck. The goals are posts 
driven into the lee six feet apart at each 
end ot the rink, and when tho puck is in 
play each team endeavors to knock it be- 
tween the goalposts of its opponent and 
score a game. ^Vhe^ the contest is opened, 
tbupiu-l; is iilaced on the ico midway be- 
t\vei'ii the golds; the center forwards ot 
eai;li team force each other with tho puck 
between them, btriko tliL' ice once and each 
other's sticks three times, and the puck is 
In play. At this time each player is "on 
side"- that is, tlio ])ucli is between him and 
tho opposing goal, nnd one of tho most im- 
portant rules of the game provides that the 
players must alway.H bu in this position 
when thoy slTiku the puck. 

If a player is otiside, however, he is on 
sido ng.'un lae iTustant ttD. Opponent touches 
the puck. Tlie game Is so exciting when 
well played that the spectators con with 
difSculty keep their seats. Here and thero 
the 'players glide over the ice -with the 
B'tviftnesB of the' wind, dodging or support- 
ing one another, raising the puck by a 
"lift" with the flat but curved end of their 
sticks nnd sending it twenty feet into the 
air over tho heads of opponents and 
toward the goal of tlio enemy, stopping the 
puck with skates or sticks, giving it a 
"slioDt" tlirough tho air just above tho "!ce 
by a well directed blow or taking a rim 
down the rink with the puck sliding along 
tho ico in front c( the stick and dodging 
every opponent in tlio way with a skill that 
elicits thb applause of tlmusaiids. 

Play eoutinnes an hour, which is divided 
into two liaives, with 10 minutes' intermis- 
sion between tlieni,ani| the side scoring the 
most goals wins. In shiuney and rink polo 
a small hard rubber hall is used instead of 
the puck, and in many games the players 
can strike the ball whether they are on side 
ornot, b-Lit they must always bo in tho po- 
sition proper for right handed striking or 
they may feel tho weight of an opponent's 
stick across their shins as he strikes at tho 
ball fi'oni the regulation attitude. 

Pretty girls play hockey very well in 
Canada and England, and one of the illus- 
trations In this article represents a spirited 
game between rosy cheeked English maid- 
ens on the ico at 'Wimbledon park lake, 
London. 

For many centuries Scotch athletes have 
joyfully hailed tlio approach of winter, for 
wintor brings ice, nnd ice brings curling. 
The gariio i.s a simple one, and all Sandy 
needs is n diagram calleil a "rink" etched 
in the smooth ice, a jiair of big stoties with 
bandies mid a good brooiii, ;iiid he is ready. 
Tlieio are fiiiir jih'u'ers nil a siile, and each 
player luis tw.i ot tlie ciuliiig atones, which 
weiijli from .'!."i lo pounds apiei:e and are 
smoothon the butt mil. l-jicli team has a 
captain, who is called the "skip," and who 
advises tho men what todo and then plays 
hiin.self. The rink is a rectangle marked 
on the ico and is 45 yards long and 7 or 8 in 
■\vidtii. 

Near e;ich end of the rink is a big circle 
7 feet in diameter called the "hoose," or 
house when tho Scotch patois is dropped. 
In the center of each circle is a small round

hole called tho "tee," and the object of each 
player, wlio stands at the end ot tho rink 
and throws the two stones he is allotted, is to 
have them slide along tho ice and stop as 
near the tee as possible. Each stone must 
pass beyond the "bog score," aline just in 
front of tho ring,and remain inside the ring, 
or it is out of the game. I'he points each 
Bidoinakesare based on tho proximity of the 
teaiii.s' stones to the tea Ono of the most 
excil ing features of tho game is the sweep- 
ing, when flieplayei-s make a smooth p.'itli 
for (heir eoniraile's oneoiiiing stone by a 
vigorous use of tho broom on tho ice. if tin: 
stone's momentum iiKlicntcs that it will 
not reach a point near tho tee.

Signor Grimaldi, ininiatcr of tho treaaury, 
reviewing tho country 'a financial condition 
in tho Chamber of Deputiea, aaid the budget 
for 1S93 -1, showed an eatinukted aurplua of 
§1280,000. Tho Government proposed to 
establish a petroleum monopoly which 
would realize S2,C00,000 yearly, and a 
monopoly in alcoholic liquors which would 
yield §1,400,000. 

The German foreign office has been grati- 
fied by advices from St. Petersburg to the 
effect that the squadron which Bussia will 
aend^to attend the naval fetes in New York 
will' not call at Cherbourg and that the 
Czarewltoh will not visit Paris this year. 
M. de Giers, the Russian foreign minister 
who returned to St, Petersburg to-day, is 
known to be a persistent opponent of an 
alliance v;ith France. Tho decisiona with 
regard to the Cz.irowitch and tlie Uuaaian 
Bquiidi-on will ho a. source of chagrin to the 
French people. 

The I'aria correapondent of the Times 
reiterates tho statement that the trial and 
deci.iinn in the I'anama case were inlhienced 
by political couaiderationa and (juotea cur- 
rent gossip in i'aria to prove the corrcctuesa 
of his belief. The deciaion waa altered, he 
says, after tho si>eech of M. Gavaignac so 
that it might weaken tho cirect of the apcech 
by surpassing M. Cavaignac'a declarationa 
in integrity, honor and national pride. 
Hours before tho reading of tho deciaion, 
M, EilTel waa informed lie had been acquit- 
ted. Tlie deciaion liad been completed 
originally the night before, |but wea so 
hastily and generally altered shortly before 
it was delivered that Judge Pertvier could 
hardly read lb, 

Negotiations as to tho programme of the 
International Sanitary Conference, to con- 
sider precautions against cholera, are still 
in progreea between Austria-Hungary and 
Germany, The report has been started 
from Be iiit-oiBcial sources that the conference 
may take place before the end ot this 
month, 

For some (lays the Reichstag has recently 
diacuaaod tho merits and demerita of Social- 
ism. No Special resolution was. involved, 
ytit it will assume the proportions of an im- 
portant political event through a series of 
interesting phanea v.liioh were at first of 
small apiiarent inoinent, but are rapidly 
developing into a general battle, which 
ia exciting all parties and arresting 
tho attention of the whole country. The 
debate was attended with several exchanges 
of acrimonioualangungo. Talk in the lobby 
turned upon the posailiilily of a speech in 
debate uh.sialiu'.^ in bringing about the much 
hoped for coalition among tho varioua 
groups into a law and order party against 
the aocialistH, but the Frcisainmgo and Cen- 
ter partiea were separated by a gidf which 
it, v,ii» mil po.^Hihle to permanently bridge. 
I'ho committee of the army bill ia proceed- 
ing so slowly that the bill is not likely to 
come up for a second reading until after the 
Easter recess. 

In the llouso of Commons recently, Mr. 
Gladstone, in reply to an aniendmcnt 
oflered hy Sir •James Lowtiier asking for a 
bill to rcjtficl the immigration of denlitule 
aliens, urgucd that (Ireat lU'itain exporteil 
more working peo])le than it iinporteil, and 
that any roalriotion would allord an excuse 
for other naliDiia to atop the entrance of 
British emigranta to their domains. Still, 
Mr. Gladstone uddod, the Government 
was willing to grant a commission of in- 
quiry on the subject. The Hoard of Trade 
wns about to send a commissioner to the 
United States to ascertain liow far the 
American system would apply to England. 



UxN ITING CONTINENTS. 

The I'miinsal to 'Ilrldirii Uplirin;; Strait nml 
For 11, TViins-Slberiiin Kailway 
Coiiiieclliin. 

Tlic great project to build a railroad to 
and th.-ough Alaska and to bridge IJehring 
aea, which haa ao ofeen hem a subject of 
discussion on the I'ucific Coast, seems to be 
at last nboub to take definite shape. Tho 
operator to undertake tho feat ia no less 
than Henry Clows, tho great multi-million- 
aire banker and financier of New York city. 
Two years ago last November of porty of 
British capitaliata with a few Americana, 
noted for their atupendoua undertakings in 
projccta of thia eort, met; at a banquet given 
by Henry Clews of New York. Two of 
their number incidentally disoussed the 
feasibility of building an all-rail route from 
Vancouver to Cape Prince of Walea in 
Alaska. Thia, however, was lightly passed 
over at the time, hut in lesa than twenty 
days a fund of £20,000 was subscribed to 
defray expenses for running the preliminary 



lines and making estimates, with authority 
to draw on t)ie treasury at onco for one-half 
the amount. 

On June :!, 1801, a party of engineera, in 
company with three packera, sot out from 
Vancouver. The inal ruction was limited to 
only taking topography of the country from 
the point of starting to Juneau, Alaska. 
Copper river wns encountered 120 miles 
from I'riuco William sound. The next 
point the parly aimed for was tho Suahina 
river. On .January ;S, ISO-', they left thia 
plane for Mulato. Thia trip was fraught 
with extreme hardships, and at times the 
weather was so severe they were compelled 
to remain in camp for weeks at a time. 
They wore lost in tho bend of tho Yukon for 
nine days. There were '200 inhabitants at 
Mulato. Here they remained forty days. 
From this point to the Cape, oooupied the 
time of the expedition until September 24, 
1892. 

Tho distance traveled to the Cape was 
2,;i40 miles, not including the distance 
traveled from tho flrst camp on tho Yukon 
to Mulato. Mr. Hutchison says that tho 
report which will be submitted by Engineer 
Faulknef to ih.i promoters will clearlj' 
establi.sh and fully recommend tho prac- 
Licability nf tlie route for an iill-rail lino 
bi-twcLii Vancouver and Capo I'rinco of 
Walea. In all this route comparatively 
easy grades can bo attained, Vincent Pass, 
in the Ala.skuna, being the hardebt to over- 
come ; hut tho altilmlo is no higher than 
that of Stumpedo I'aaa on tho Northern 
Pacific railway. 

" At Hehring Strait the parly remained 
from the LTilh of September to tho latter 
part of Nnvemher, engaged in making 
aoundings and taking obaervations with a 
view to the iiossibility of using any of the 
modern bridgo designa known to span the 
Strait. As a result of Engineer Faulkner's 
observation, ho concludes that although tho 
Strait proper at this point is twenty-six 
miles wide from ono mainland to tho other, 
yot, hy utilizing eight islands tho canti- 
lever bridge can bo succeaafuUy brought in- 
to requisition. 

In two places from little or lower Diamede 
Island no modern bridgo would ho able to 
span, as each ono would bo five times as 
long as the main span in Brooklyn bridge, 
nut be is of the opinion thnt a double-deck 
pontoon oould be iised at those places. At 
this point he reports that there is little or 
no danger from Icebergs, as 40 miles up tho 
strait all laree ioebergs are stranded or run 
aground. With a stone breakwater protec- 
tion to ]^rt of the piers the bridge would bo 
secure. He also reports that from his 
observations tho approach from East Cape, 
in Siberia, is gradual, as also is that on the 
Alaska or American side, and from what 
lie hiia learnicl and heard, thia road wotild 
traverse a region devoid of high grades, 
and the valleys of two river beil.s can be 
used until tho road ia well toward Southern 
Knsaia. The nearest railroad terminal 
point to lC;i.yt C'apo is Sundesluske, on 'a 
branch of the Orenburg railroad, ■which runs 
into a wheal belt. Thia would be on iin air 
lino 2,L'7ij miles from East Cape. 

Engineer Faulkner has given out to the 
party that a Kuaainn company ia organized 
with tho approval of tho Czar, and 
that two-thirds of the distance of 
the contemplated route was surveyed two 
years sgo. lauuc C. Solhorl, an Israelite 
banker at Prague and HL Petersburg, 
ia foremost in building tlio road* in 
Russian territory, and has ample means 
at bis call. The part'es whom he represents 
are acting in conjunction with Dreiel, Mor- 
gan & Co., and H. Clews & Co. It is inti- 
mated that the entire road on the Ameri> 
can side can be built for $2.'{,r)00 por mile. 
In the event the report is approved tho first 
work will begin in August, ISO.'!, as pre- 
re(|uisite concessioUB and chufters will havu 
to be obtained from the ro«peotivo jJ;oV&l'ti- 
inents, This road, when coliiploted, would 
make an all-iail route to Continental Europe 
and Asia and could be extended to Africa 
by bridging the Suez.

lie Is Prepared to Defend the World's Chniu- 
lilonship Against Klllier MU(;hell or 
Peter .hicksuii. 

Ni:\v YoKK, Feb, l.'>.— W. A. Brady, tho 
manaQPr James J. Corbett, champion 
heavy weight pugilist of tho world, called 

at tho World otiice to-day in company with 
Wm. Delaney and deposited ono check of 
S 10,000 to bind a match with Charles 
Mitchell, of England, and another of $2,500 
to bind a match with Peter Jackson, of 
Australia, under the terms of tho 
following statement : " In aocordanco 
with tho plans laid out for my 
self in September last, I take thia opportu- 
nity of announcing that I am now prepared 
to defend tho title I hold. In evidence of 
my good faith, I hereby depoait $10,000, 
and I have authorized W. A. Hrady and 
AVm. Delaney to meet Charlea Mitchell, of 
England, or his reprcaenlativos, and arrange 
a match to box to a linish for tho champion- 
ahip of tho world, §10,000 a aide 
and the largest purse oll'ercd hy 
tho Coney Island Athletic Club, 
tho Olympic Club, of New Orleans, or the 
Crescent City Club, of New Orleans, the 
contest to be according to the Maniuis of 
(,>ueenabury rules, the club to have no power 
to stop the same or declare a draw. It must 
bo to a finish. On account of prevailing 
contracta and tho necessary three 
months it it will re(|uire to train, 
tho battle will have to take place 
next December. If Mitchell accepts this 
proposition, I insist on his depositing the 
whole amount of tho side bet, §10,000, at 
once, and also that ho agree to tho tinal 
stake holder when the articles are signed.
